This is in response to the Restriction Requirement dated September 25, 2001, having a 
shortened statutory period for response that expired on October 25, 2001. A Petition for 
Extension of Time and appropriate fee for extending the period for response to March 25, 2002 
accompany this response. 

Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. Claims 1-26 have been subjected to a 
restriction requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121. Restriction to one of the following inventions has 
been required: 



I. Claims 1-23, drawn to a coin separator and rejector apparatus, classified in 
class 194, subclass 345. 



II. Claim 24-26, drawn to a method of rejecting jammed coins, classified in 
class 194, subclass 200.

The Restriction Requirement states that Inventions I and II are related as combination and 
subcombination. The Restriction Requirement also states that these inventions are distinct since 
the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed, 
because coin separating apparatus' are different than coin anti-jamming apparatus.'
